The net result is a draft Executive Order that is unacceptable. 


Basically, this proposed Executive Order would lower the 
standards according to which any Federal agency could conduct 
“suitability” investigations of applicants or of employees. 
Specifically, the draft Order is unacceptable because: 


~~ the temporal scope of investigations is limited to a 


five year maximum (presently the Agency goes back 15 
years to investigate applicants and other persons); 


~- the particular aspects of a security investigation

Initially, upon receipt of the draft Order Econ OMB, it was 
determined that we should attempt to revise . the draft Oa its 
particulars in order to accompT vO tAINgS --"to make it reflect 
the minimun needs for the Intelligence Community for determining 
the suitability of individuals seeking access to intelligence 
information, and to make these standards applicable across-the-board 
so that non-Intelligence Commmity persomel might be deemed "suitable" 
without having to conduct an investigation anew. Upon completion of
